The death of Vice-Admiral Patrivio
Lynch, of the Chilan navy, while
Europo sa embasasdor to Spain, recalls u
chapter of Bouth  Awericau  history
Liynch was born la Chili, of Lrish parente,

gan  his long naval career on bosrd the
glooprol-war  Libertad, which formed
part of the expeditionary sruadron  sunt
by Chili to Peruwin 1837 with the view of

liberating that repubilic from the tyranny
of Banta Cruz, a DBolivisn  adventurer,
who kad unitsd twao republics in the hop
of erecting a throne on the ruine of pop
ulsr liberty in Peru and Bolivia, Iu
that expedition youug Lynch  exhibited
80 much address, Intropidity and intelli-
gence that the governmont of Chili sent
bim to England, where he entered the ney

,and sorved under Admiral Rosa,

In the
war soninst Chine, on board the frigate
Calliopy . he was repeatedly roewardod for
brilliant services in naval engagemonts,
On returning to England he saacessively
served on aeveral mon-of-war, and in thia
way visited the most celebrated harliora
in the Mediterranoan, whose historiesl
renown excited his scholarly interest
In 1347 he returned to Chill and re.
entored tho vaval service of hls native
coutitry as a lieutenant, At the age of
A0 he was in command of a frigate, hot
gave It up and retired from the servive in
18564,  Eloven years afterward ho again
entered the Chillan service when Spain
was waging a merciloss warlare upon the
Pacifio coast ropublics.  In thin war he
hold  sucoowsively the appointment of
naval governor of  Valparaiso, colonel.
organizer of National Guards and  com
mandor of & man-of-war,  He becnine the
first Chilian governor of the 'eruvian
town of lnquique. Hoe figured through
out the struggle in Peru as the most con
spicuous and succesaful of the Chillian
commanders, but his most remarkalile
achiovements wero on land and not on
the son. At the head of a naval and
military expedition he undertood tho in-
vasion of the northern provinces of eru,
which up to that time had boen unvisited
by war and which furnished the enomy
with abundant suppliea.  This expedi-
tion, which requived on the part of the
admiral courage and scienco of no ordi.
nary character, was conducted with con.
summate ability and terminated in bril.
linnt success. Heo ravaged the enemy's
torritory, aproad desolation far and wlde,
eaptured cities containing 10,000 inhabi-
tante, took part{in a campaign which re.
duced Lima, and terminated in n decisive
manner the war between Chili and Peru.
A fow months after the occupation of
Limn by the Chilians, Admiral Lynch was
put in command there,with his headuar-
ters in the Palace of Pizarro,  The sub-
aequont procoedings of Chili in Poru up
to the evacuation of the country during
the present year were all directed or su-
perintended by Admiral Lynch. He
planned the campaign by which Cacores,
murching sgainst Iglesine, waa defeated
at Huamachoeo in July, 1883, He man-
aged the installment of Iglesias in Lima
In the following October, and then with-
drew his Chilian garrison to Chorillos,
There he remained till the Iglesias peace
was fully ratitied by the PPeruvian nation.

dispatech of his army home, remaining
himself almost to the laat,
